of the people that dietarb the peaceful tenor of 
their ways and mar their happiness. It does 
far, far more. It tends to bring republican in- 
stitutions into diseredit, and to createdoubts of 
the success of our form of government and of 
the perpetuity of the republic. All considera- 
tions of inte: est, of patriotism and of justice 
unite in demanding of the law-makinz power a 
measure that will bring peace and prosperity to 
the country aod show that our republican in“ 
stitutions are equal to any emergency, and in 
this connection we cannot refrain from the ex- 
pression of our satisfaction that your committee, 
com posed of equal Rumbefs of both parties, 
have fortunately been able co dowhat has 
béen- attempted in vein heretofore—almost 
unanimous y agree upon a plan considered by 
them all to be just, wise aud efficient.

We will 
adhere to him and his co-laborers with 
the fidelity due to the champion of a 
righteous cause in every patriotic en- 
deavor they may make to secure the 
honest and unmistakable will of a large 
majority of the American people con- 
stitutionally expressed at the polis.
